This in response to the petition filed October 15, 1998, 
requesting that the above identified application be remanded to 
the Examiner, for entry of an amendment. The petition is 
GRANTED . 

Applicants request that the application be remanded so the 
examiner can enter an examiner's amendment, canceling claims 13, 
14, 48 and 49. There is, however, no indication that the examiner 
upon receipt of the application, will enter an examiner's 
amendment. However, on November 30, 1998, Mr. Dale M. Shaw, a 
Program and Resource Administrator of the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences, consulted with Examiner Nerbun, and it was 
determined that it would be in the best interest of the 
application to remand the file back to the examiner.
